Pinkney from General Armstrong, has brought 
intelligence from Paris to the Sih, and from 
Morlaix to the 7th inst. The official papers 
transmitted to Mr. Pinkney, we understand, re- 
late tothe condemnation of American property, 
in France, Spain, Italy, and Holland ;. and to the 
intended departure of the Minister of the Uni- 
ted States trom the French capitak Publie no- 
tice Was given in the Moniteur, that the sales of 
ships and cargoes of the United States, which 
had been sequestrated, would commence on the 
irst of this month, which measure was carried 
into execution without the least reserve, and the 
effects were sold at very reduced prices. Ong 
vessel had, however, been allowed to take her 
departwe f:>m Bordeaux, which induced a 
hope that some relaxation of the order might 
take place; but no favorable compromise be- 
tween the captors or government, and the pro- 
prietors was permitted. Mk was, we are inform. 
ed, the decwsn of General Armstrong to leave 
Paris before the usual time of the prevalence of 
tiic north-westerly winds; but his. appiication 
jor passports. to fuddil his intention, had, upon 
some pretence or other, becn hitherio incilcet- 
ual. No American could quit the limits of 
France, unless he proceed directly from thence 
to America : and leave was not even erante d to 
enabie hina to visit the dependencies of the Em- 
pire.

BRITISH ARMY IN PORTUGAL. 

This morning dispatches were received from 
Lord Weilington, dated Alvorca, 25th July— 
We have intelligence from head quarters one 
day, and from Lisbon four days later, being to 
the 3Uth wit. The following extract frem ove 
of our letters comprises some important parti- 
culars of the most considerable atiuirs between 
our troops and the French in the Peninsula, since 
the battle of ‘Talavera.

* Lisbon, July 28. 

“ Some movements on the 23d incicated an 
intention of attacking the advanced corps under 
dieneral Crawfurd, which was posted on the 
right bank of the Coa. On the morning of the 
Q4th, at five o’clock, the enemy advanced with 
£000 infantry, and 36UU0 cavairy, to commence 
the attack. The total of the English foree in 
that situation was 4900 infantry and 690 cavalry. 
Three times the French charged our troops, and 
were as ofien repulsed with the greatest gallan- 
try. The principal contest was at the bridge of 
the Coa, where considerable numbers feli on 
both sides. The result of the action was, that 
General Craufurd fell back upon the main body 
of the British army, and the French took posi- 
tion immediately on their retreat, on the left 
bank of the Coa. Our loss is stated at 270 men 
in killed, and 15 officers in killed, wounded and 
prisoners ; that of the encmy 1s supposed to be 
at least 500.”
